THE M'PONALD TRIAL. 


Pacific Bank Accountant With a 


Poor Memory. 


SAX FiiAKtisco, February 5.--ln the 


trial today of K. I!. McDonald Jr. of 
the lato Pacific bank fur perjury, Co- 
lumbus Waterhom-e, a former director, 
admitted on the witness stand that on 
tbo ni«ht before the bank closed its 
doors, but after the dirt-dors had de- 
cided upon ita suspension, he (Water- 
house) withdrew $:MOO which he had on 
deposit. Einil Belleriuan, formerly ac- 
countant of the Pacific bank, testified 
that he had made out three deposit 
tags, each for $IOO,000,in favor of Colum- 
bus Waterhouse, D. S. Dorn and Dr. K. 
H. McDonald, respectively, but be could 
not remember whether the defendant or 
his brother had ordered the tags.

'49. Ha was the first district attorney 
of Sacramento county, was district judge 
of the seventh judicial district, compris- 
ing Marin, Sonomo, Mendocino, Lake, 
Napaand Solano, for eleven years; was 
superior judge of Napa county for five 
years and was the nominee ol his party 
for the supreme bench twice in Nevada 
and once in California. Deceased was 
71 years old.

The assembly bill appropriating $15,- 


000 for tbe contingent expenses of the 
senate was taken up out of order and 
passed. 
Chairman Yoorhies of the senate 


finance committee offered a partial re- 
port including an itemized statement of 
all the appropriations carried by bills 
introduced in the senate up to date. The 
proposed allowances for claims, improve- 
ments, repairs, deficiencies and new 
buildings amount to ?3,3'^4)4o4. The 
general appropriation 
bill calls for 


S5177.4H4. For schools the law pro- 
vides that $4,390.918 must bo raised. 
For the state university the 1 per cent 
tax authorized by law will produce 
$22S,OOD. For ipterest and sinking mud 
the sum of $282,27.) will bo required. 
These sums aggregate f 13,403,1'^. The 
50 cent limit on the valuation of 1894 
will produce $12,040,769. 


The bill to abolish the state board of 


viticulture was considered by the senate 
Committee on agriculture tonight. It 
was decided to report against the pass- 
age of the bill, and also to recommend 
that the viticultural commission be al- 
lowed ?SOflO a year for expenses, 


IN THE HOUSE. , 


I'eiidleton'a bill to provide for the 


holding of a Southern California slate 
fair at Los Angeles was strongly op- 
po«ed today before tbe assembly com- 
mittee on agriculture. Tbe opposition 
won tbe day and tiunorrow.i.he commit- 
tee, will report tbe bill back with - 
recommendation that it do not pass. 


Assemblyman Robinson of Tulare will 


probably submit a minority report fav- 
orable to tbe passage of the bill and the 
question will he settled on tbe lloor of 
the assembly. The majority of tbe com- 
mittee on agriculture opposed the mcas- i»j 
lire from an 
economical standpoint, 


arguing that ifc would be unwise to ap- 
propriate money for such a state fair 
until the heavy expense of the numer- 
ous district faira should be stooped. The 
plan to abolish the district fairs and to 
center the appropriations in two, or 
three, or four bit; state fairs is meeting 
•with Ftrong 
opposition. A 
largely 


signed petition 
from Orange county 


against such legislation was read before 
tbe committee on agriculture this after- 
noon. 
, 
The assembly committee on retrench- 


ment also had the fair question under 
consideration. After a long discussion 
it was agreed to report favorably Tim- 
othy Guy I'helps' hill repealinc the act 
under which the various district agri- 
cultural associations were created and 
authorizing the formation ot county fair 
associations. The Pbelpa bill author- 
ises boards of supervisors if they Bball 
deem it advisable to appropriate for fair 
purposes 1 per cent of the tax&s collected 
by their county. Keid of Trinity and 
Tehama and Wade of Napa gave notice 
that they would present a minority re- 
port against the passage of the bill. 
Wade declared that he was willing to 
cut off all state appropriations for fairs, 
but that he was opposed to allowing 
Sacramento county $20,000 a year for a 
state fair and denying all other sect-one 
of the state any aid whatever. Keid ex- 
pressed a willingness to cut all the ap- 
propriations oue-thinl, but insisted on 
maintaining the district fairs. 


The assembly -coinmitttii on 
re- 


trenchment agreed tonight to recom- 
mend tbe passage of the bill reducing 
the salaries of members of the state 
board of railroad commissioners from 
$4000 to $3000 a year, and to reduce the 
allowance of the commission for office 
rent $50 a month.^

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS 


Reed Conies to the Rescue \Vith 


Revenue Bill. 


WASHINGTON-, February 5.—The senate 
>ssion opener! today with a very breezy 
, irsonal altercation between Mitchell, 
Republican, of Oregon, aud Harris, 
Demoi;rat,of Tennessee. The words "un- 
Keutlemauly1' and "contemptible" were 
eschan-ied, and for a time it looked aa 
though tbe senate chamber might wit- 
jess a repetition of the belligerent eceue 
,n the house last week. Bui the conflict 
assumed a somewhat serio-comic iiapect, 
and the senate soon relapsed into un- 
eventful consideration of routine busi- 
ness. The District of Columbia appro- 
priation bill waa passed, after having 
been before the senate for more than a 
week, and discussion of the diplomatic 
•nd consular bill was begun. The sen- 
ate then held a brief executive session, 
after which at 4.-10 p m. it adjourned. 


IS THE HOUSE, 


The debate of the administration bill 


to authorize the issue of $100,000,000 
;old bonds for the purpose of retiring 
tbe legal tenders and treasury notes, 
began in tbe house today and continued 
for sis hours.

divertent views at the outset. Th< 
ver Democrats and Populists opposed it 
outright. Some of tbe administration 
Democrats, like Hall of Missouri, fav- 
ored a substitute on the line of Carlisle, 
while Mr. Reed, after a speech charging 
the present trouble to tbe deficit in tne 
revenue, inhoduced a bill authorizing 
the secretary ol the treasury to sell 0 
per cent coin bonds to keep up the gold 
reserve and certificates of indebtedness 
redeemable at tbe pleasure of the gov- 
ernment, to pay cm-rent expenses until 
the revenues shall equal expenditures. 
The issue of gold bonds, he ^aaid, would 
discriminate against tho coin bonds of 
the past. 
Mr. 1'attereon of Tennessee.Democrat, 


on the contrary favored tbe issue of 
gold bonds. The debate under the five- 
minute rule, when tbe bill ia open for 
amendment, begins tomorrow.

A USURY 
LAW. 


Ex-Senator Cornelius Cole has writ- 
en a letter to the Loa Angeles ilerald 
n advocacy of tbe enactment of a usury 
aw, and under bis lead the matter is 
iow being somewhat discussed by the 
tmpers of the Etate. It would eeem that 
he argument concerning such a law is 
very largely of the jug-handle variety. 


f the interest of tbe common people- 
he masses who constitute tbe state—is 
,0 be considered, where is there room 
or que&tioning? What ia tbe legalizing 
3f any rate of interest agreed upon by 
he parties but to say to the money- 
oaner: You may wring from poverty 
nst such amount of illy-spared money 
as necessity may compel it to pay? So 
t appears theoretically; so it works 
practically. Within the laBt two years 
he writer has known Californians to 
pay as high as eighty per cent interest 
or the use of money. 


Whenever there ia talk of a usury law 


.he cry arises: But if will be evaded; 
such laws always are evaded. The fact 
hat such an argument would be equally 
applicable to laws against burglary or 


other crime seems not to be consid- 


ered. But give it ita full weight, is it 
not better to put some drawback on the 
parsimony of the money-wringers than 
,o leave them with no hindrance what- 
ever? If they defy the law they will 
take chances, and as a result the busi- 
ness will not be wholesale aa'it now is. 
Moreover the penalty for such defiance 
should be EO strinpunt that it will give 
men poor encouragement to violate the 
etatutu. As a general rule if a borrower 
pays more than a limited amount of in- 
terest he merelygcea from bad to worse, 
and digs deeper the pit in which he 
falls. Tbere should be a usury law, 
.nd it should be a strong one. 


CALIFORNIA ia not inclined to look to 


such slow-going states as "old" Mis- 
souri for examples in enterprise, but if 
the statement of the Fruit-Grower is 
correct she might well do EO in the mat- 
ter of some productive industries. In 
the one matter of poultry and egg pro 
duction, for instance, that state is ac- 
credited with exporting annually 22,- 
000,000 pounds of poultry and 16,000,000 
dozen egj*e, while California imports 
about one-third of that quantity of both 
products, and this notwithstanding that 
the climate of this Etate is immeasur- 
ably superior for tbat industry. If the 
people of California looked as carefully 
after the small industries as their east- 
ern neighbors do, they would have 
much less cause to complain of hard 
times. 


EVERY Republican in this city should

spent a week or more in Constantinople 
before starting for Armenia, during 
which time he investigated the reports 
current there, and continued his jour- 
ney, ilis first letter has just reached 
here, and having been podted by a 
trusted messenger at Tiilia, Ifnaaia. It 
contains the first authentic news from 
Armenia direct, and eays: 


"Whatever secrets may lie under the 


snow on the Armenian mountains, it 
seems beyond dispute from, what I have 
heard from many lips that the published 
stories of ferocious butchery and red 
horror in the Sasoun villages Jnwe at 
least ti reasonable foundation of truth 
and that any change authorized by fur- 
ther investigation will deal more with 
numbers thau with the degree of hor- 
ror." 


But from what the correspondent of 


tbe Associated Presa says in the latter 
part of his letter, there »re two sides to 
the Armenian story, as he remarks •- 


"But no matter what light we throw 


upon the spasmodic wickedness of the 
Turk or upoa tho ingeniua deviltry of 
the revolutionary conspirators it ia 
still the innocent that suffer most. The 
Turk declares that the Armenians have 
inflicted shocking outrages upon Turk- 
ish men aud women and from what ia 
already known of their conspiracy meth- 
ods it ia quite likely that the assertion ia 
true. 


"For instance, it is reported that as a 


mode of incitinir the Turka to commit 
outrages that will bring down upon them 
the wrath of the civilized world, Ar- 
menians have thrust gan cartridges into 
the bodies of living Turkish men and 
women and have exploded them, and 
that in tbe caeeof one man a bole was 
made just below the hones of the cheat 
for tho insertion of a quantity of gun- 
powder, which was then ignited as a 
aort of a bomb.

They would have 
leading representative men umuug them 
wbo would be in communication with u 
central organization and who would at- 
tend conventions when called together 
to promote the interests of the industry. 
These men would al?o elect directors to 
manage tbe sals of the crop through one 
agfint or through one brother or firm na 
herein advised. 


Now it will he seen that with union 


among growers at one end and a disin- 
terested brother or firm at tlie other end 
to sell under the control of an organiza- 
tion composed oi growers the raisin 
business could be made paying. These 
are the outlines; now fill in what is 
needed. 
Our co-operative plan last year, aa 


first organized, was a goocl plan. It gave 
the whole management into the hands 
of the grower. But a few of the packers 
and grower-packers wanted tbe control. 
These ran in upon ua another organiza- 
tion that gave them the control FO that 
the growers' combine was here lost. 


Tbe Adam's plan was a good plan. 


The Johnson-LoL-ke plan and tbe Chi- 
cago plan were all belter than the mis- 
erable plan into which the growers so 
innocently fell and out of which their 
faithful representatives were unable to 
extricate them. The consequences of 
this we are now suffering. I write 
not to criminate any one, but to wake 
up the grower to immediate action, to 
mutual action, to co-operation. 


1 have said nothing about money 


needed ibr advances. Thia is tbe least 
item -money ia offered from every quar- 
ter on raisinn. which are rc^urdeo as 
ample security. Any raisine offered at 
a sacrifice can be bought up before they 
reach the market. 
There ia money 


waiting to supply all demands. All the 
banks want is to see union, concert of 
action and a feasible pystem, when they 
a<e ready to loan on crop mortgage or 
on raisins cured. 
"Grower," in your 


recent publication, is rig-iit in advising 
growers to eign no contracts with, and 
accept no money from speculators on 
the terms heretofore practiced. 


Now in caee the growers will not work 


together aa advised through their repre- 
sentative, and be governed aa other 
large interests are governed; aa our 
county ia govern^tt, aa states and as na- 
tions ar« governed, they need expect 
nothing for the future better than the 
past haa produced.

railroad. 
This is true, if that other 


road is to be built and managed in the 
same manner as tbe Southern Paciiic. 
That road carries a loud in sto;:k and 
bonds of about ninety thousand dollars 
per mile. It 1ms a track on the east 
eido of the valley, built over twenty 
years ago, runiiiutf through Mudesio, 
Merced, Ficsno, Tulare ami lUkersiU-li), 
which is tho tfer't paying piece oi road 
weotof the Mississippi. Hut it has (he- 
sides itd own burdeiid) 10 carry also th« 
road ou the west side, from Tracy to 
Arniona, 147 miles (liuilt through an 
almo=l uninhabited, nunlt-ss region, not 
because it waa needed, but only to oc- 
cupy the ground and keep other roads 
out of the valley) and the road beyond 
Stiu Bernardino through the desert, the 
Pollasky branch and 
the Raymond 


brunch. 


Mr. Stnbhs said in my presence to a 


delegation uf t'reano people who com- 
plained of tue high ratee between Freeuo 
and the bay (over 7 cents per ton per 
mile over a dead level road), that the 
paying portion of the Southern Pa 
Company's roads inu&t make up tM 
ficiency ou the non-paying portioi" . 
every mile of the roud through the townl 
1 have named has to carry on ita back 
(besides its own running expenses, in- 
terest and dividends) another mile and 
more of non-paying roud, with the in- 
terest on its bonds and ,ita piire-water- 
Btock dividends. 


Tlie road now proposed to be built 


will extend iroin Bakeretield to deep 
water at Antioch (260 mi lea J or at some 
other point on the bay, where wheat 
can he loaded from the car or warehouse 
on deep water ships, as ia now done at 
Port Costa. Passengers and freight for 
Situ Francisco will transfer to steamer 
at Antioch, as is now done by the South- 
ern Pacific railroad route at Oakland. 


With a large and swift boat the paa- 


..mfiera will reach Sau Francisco, when 
the tide favors, as eoon us they cau by 
tho present route. With a head tide 
they may be half an hour later. The 
little stern wheel boats from Stockton 
now carry passengers from Antioch to 
San Francisco within half an hour to 
one hour as qmcklyjia passengers go by 
rail aud Oakland ferry. 


In due time time the road will be ex- 


tended to Oakland, with a ferry thence 
to San Francisco, and it will be extended 
at the other end to meet the Atlantic it 
Pacific; but this will be expensive and 
Blow work, comparatively, and will be a 
secondary consideration. 


The West Side road, built from Tracy 


to Armona by the Southern Pacific Kail- 
road Company, is the best-built road 
west of the Mississippi. Ite rails weigh 
seventy pounds or more to the yard, 
and it is in every respect first class. Its 
actual cost ready for ballasting, includ- 
ing bridges, ties and mils, was §7000 per 
mile. It has somewhat less bridging 
than tho original East Side road, but 
that ia not in this case a very large 
item. 


Steel rails, tiea and labor are now 


very cheap, as ia aieo rolling BU'ck, and 
there can be no doubt tuat a first class 
road from Antioch to Bakersfield can be 
built and equipped for $15,000 per mile 
cash. 


Over this road an average locomotive 


will pull about all tbe freight cars that 
can be attached to it. The actual cost 
of running a train from Autioch to 
BakersSeld will.be from 25 to 50 cents 
per mile. 


This railroad of 260 miles, with two 


fast steamers of large size, will cost lead 
than $4,500,000. Sis per cent per an- 
num on ttiia amount is J270.000, whicti 
will be the total fixed charges to be met 
each year. Can this auiouut, net, be 
obtained from the earnings of such a 
road? Let 119 figure. 


The road, when constructed, will pass 


through the cuuties of Contra Costa, 
San Joaquiu (across a corner of each), 
Stanislaus, Merced, Madera, Fresno, 
Tulare and Kern. 


I cannot bpeuk fur the other counties, 


but Fresno county (having in 1890, in- 
cluding Miidftra county, about 40,000 
paople) is now paying to the railroads 
mlly $2,000,000 each year for freiyhtaad 
passengers. 


Of this, of course, a large amount is 


paid for freight beyond the valley, but it 
is eafe toeay that this county is paying 
for -transportation of freight and passen- 
gers over the road through the San Joa- 
quiu valley, not leas than $760,01)0 per 
year. So, after paying $270,000 for fixed 
charge* from the prereut business given 
Ijy this county to the railroad in one 
year, there would remain nearly half a 
million dollars for running expenses, if 
present rates are kept up. Now add to 
;his the railroad receipts from the busi- 
ness of the other counties named, and 
in idea can be formed of the proiits of 
;he present road through the valley, on 
;he east side. The fact is that the pres- 
ent proiits of the road from liakerstield 
;o San Francisco would, in two or three 
vears, build a new road. 


Of courst- the new road is not going to 
ret all the busiuusd, nor is it going to 
jharge as high rates as are now charged. 
But the Southern Pacific railroad can- 
not carry as cheaply as a new road hav- 
ing only one-sixth as heavy a load of 
stock and bonds. A new road, at tbe 
lame rate, would get nine-tenths the 
business oi the valley. With rates of 
fare and freight reduced one-half, in- 
creased business will soon bring up the 
aggregate receipts to their 
present 


amount. 


My own judgment is that the people 


along tbe route will provide the right of 
way for most of the distance, and will 
grade the road bed, taking their pay in 
stock. We are all toopour to contribute 
nnir.li money, hut, we can furnish the 
necessary labor of man and team. 


It would seem that the absent own- 


ers of property along the route can be 
relied on for a subscription large enough 
to pay for the ties, thus leaving to the 
company the bridges, ballast, iron and 
equipments. 


We want access to deep water, and 


as speedy a route for passengers and 
freight to San Francisco as the present 
one. 


Our freight cannot be carried to San 


Francisco vi;i Stockton, because the nar- 
row, crooked channel from that place 
precludes the po?aihility of large, swift 
steamers. 
Tassenpera going by that 


route would be detained several hours, 
and freight could not be cheaply shipped 
thence, 113 from Antioch. or pome other 
point ou the bay at deep water. 


Nor will San Francisco object to our 


;rain being shipped on ocean grain- 
ahips at Antioch, instead 
of 
being 


shipped as now, at Port Costa. The 
business of buying and selling wheat 
will always be done in the gre.it city. 


It seems to me that with such men a?

Of 
one thing all may rest assured, the party 
that places tue cleanest ticket iu the 
Held is going to win this race. 


Tn the present contest it ia very neces- 


sary th^t'lhe issue (for theie is always 
an issue) be fairly and squarely met. 
There are numerous cogent reasons why 
no responsibility that rests on any good 
citixeu should be shirked in the political 
battle that is soon to occur. Although 
in the late contest eome may have gone" 
down in defeat, bruised and hlpeuing, 
aud others, while yet flushed with vic- 
tpry, may have suffered wounds deep 
in disappointment, the brave aud faith- 
ful poldier in politics, aa in war, never 
surrenders his sword ID the cause of 
good government while life and hope 
last.

The latest attempt to swell the 
indigent list had for its object the swell- 
ing of their own discount list. The 
supervisors will watch very closely be- 
fore increasing the number of inuigents, 
and will satisfy themselves that the 
warrant shavers are not at the bottom 
of the increased number, They don't 
want anything resembling the farms 
where coyotes were raised for their 
scalps. *
